Rapid Settlement of the Canadian 
Northwest 
Chieago Record Berajd. k 

Canada bas anticipated a very heavy 
unthigration this year and she now 
has figures to show that she is aciu- 
ally getting it In a way to meet all 
ber expectations. In the first four 
months of this year the doors of the 
Dominion opened to 40,672 persons, ac- 
cording toe a report prepared by the 
committee on agriculture and coloniz 
ation of the Canadian,gparliament. This 
is almost twice as large as the immi- 
ration in the corresponding months of 
Jast gear, and fully three times as 
larg> as in 1901, the respective figures 
being 22,482 ond 13,303. 

O! the immigration of this spring a 
little over a third has come from 
Great Britain. the figure being 16,457. 
This is three times as large as the Bri- 
tish immigration of the corresponding 
months of the preceding year, and it 
is within 2,500 of the number of immi- 
grants that the United States attrac- 
ed from Great Britain and [Ireland in 
the same period this spring. As to the 
remainder of the-inimigration into 
Canada, 13,770 settlers came from the 
United States, a ‘fifty per cent. in- 
crease over the preceding year, and 10,- 
445 from continental Europe, a forty 
per cent. increase. 

These 40,672 immigrants {n:o Canada 
May appear trifling in comparison 
with the 297,000 persons who entered 
the United States in the same period, 
but they are proportionately more im- 
Sortant io the country. Canada’s pup- 
ulation is one-fifteenth of ours, but 
her immigration is now two-fifteenths 
as large as ours. It is worth remem- 
bering also that Canada’s immigrants 
are almost entirely of Anglo-Saxon 
and Teutonic races, while our immi- 
gration is now two-thirds made up of 
Romance and Slav elements, 

Speculation is natural as to the fu- 
ture of Canada in her refationus to 
the Uniced States when her Northwest 
Territories are filled up, but the wne 
absolutely certain fact of the near fu- 
ture is that the United States is to 
have a great competiior in the grain 
ciarkets of the world.
